There  is  at  present  a  statutory  duty  under  the 
Public  Health  Officers  Regulations  of  1959  for  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  to  make  an  annual  report  but  how  this  will  be  done  in  the 
future  I  do  not  yet  know.  The  post  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was 
created  over  one  hundred  years  ago  and  has  continued  as  a  part  of 
local  Government  ever  since,  in  future  all  Medical  Officers  workinr 
in  the  Public  Health,  or  as  it  will  be  called  Community  Medicine, 
fie.d  will  be  part  of  the  National  Health  Service  and  from  there  will 
be  available  to  advise  Local  Government.

HOUSING 

On  1st  January  1972  it  was  decided  to  keep  a  waiting  list  of  persons 
wanting  accommodation#  This  list  was  and  still  is  based  on  a  points/parish 
system  and  by  September  of  that  year  there  were  163  on  the  list  of  whom 
48  were  elderly  requesting  bungalows  or  flats  and  14  were  for  group  dwellings# 

The  1971  census  shows  that  1,300  individuals  or  about  1  in  12  of  the 
District  were  over  the  age  of  70  (2,155  were  over  65)*  Persons  over 
pensionable  age,  i«e»,  65  for  males  and  60  for  females,  living  alone 
we re  535  and  of  these  420  were  female,  1,465  persons  over  pensionable 
age  were  living  in  two  person  households. 

Other  figures  give  the  expectation  of  life  at  birth  at  around  69 
for  males  and  73  for  females. 

I  mention  the  above  figures  to  show  the  growing  numbers  of  elderly 
in  tne  community.  A  group  dwelling  at  Lye’s  Grove  was  opened  during  the 
year  which  will  accommodate  some  of  the  elderly  mentioned  above,  in  such 
establishments  the  provision  of  services  from  Health,  Social  Services . 
etc. ,  should  not  be  overlooked. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  Rural  District  is  in  the  Northern  Division  of  the  West  Wilts  Water 
Board  and  the  annual  report  of  that  Board  shows  that  over  90$  of  houses 
obtain  their  water  from  the  Board rs  mains.  Except  for  certain  individual 
premises  the  greatest  area  where  private  suppliers  exist  is  in  the  South 
East  of  the  District.  Bacteriological  samples  taken  from  these  suppliers 
have  as  in  previous  years  been  satisfactory. 

Copies  of  reports  of  bacteriological  analysis  taken  by  the  Water 
Board  are  forwarded  to  this  department. 

Fluoride  is  not  added  and  the  quantity  existing  naturally  is  in  the 
region  of  0.1  parts  per  million#

The  year  saw  the  opening  of  Lyebs  Grove,  The  Hollow,  Dll  con  Marsh 


being  the  first  occasion  the  Council  has  provided  a  grouped  dwelling  for 
elderly  tenants c,  Heretofor  its  policy  has  been  to  integrate  pairs  or  blocks 
of  2  bedroom  bungalows  amongst  houses  occupied  by  younger  tenants  and  their 
families,,  Twenty  three  one  bedroom  flats  with  bed  sitting  room,  kitchen  and 
bathroom  (shared)  together  with  three  pairs  of  bungalows  and  one  detached 
•bungalow  for  retired  people  have  been  included  on  a  landscaped  site  within 
easy  reach  of  village  shops,  church  and  bus  stop,  A  guest  bodroom  allows  for 
visitors  and  an  excellent  Warden  and  an  alarm  bell  system  gives  sheltered 
accommodation  of  a  high  standard® 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 


An  incentive  bonus  scheme  was  introduced  during  the  year*  While 
recruitment  was  improved  by  its  introduction  the  loss  of  four  men  on 
retirement  and  their  non  replacement  was  being  felt  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  scarcity  of  II0G0V. ,  licenced  drivers  continued  to  make  the  management 
of  a  small  manual  staff,  with  the  daily  demands  of  refuse  collection, 
increasingly  difficult, 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


Failure  to  obtain  planning  consent  for  a  length  of  disused  railway 
cutting  at  Ileywood  was  offset  by  obtaining  planning  permission  for  acres 
of  former  ironstone  quarry  adjoining  the  existing  Penleigh  Tip*  No  progress 
had  been  made  by  the  end  of  the  year  however,  in  negotiations  with  the  owner 
foi  leasing  or  purchasing  this  land.  Without  the  land  or  an  alternative 
tipping  place  the  Council  and  t/ostbury  Urban  District  Council,  who  depend  on 
the  Rural  Council  for  tipping  space,  wild,  be  in  a  serious  situation  by  the 
end  of  1973.  The  search  for  other  suitable  land  goes  on  however  and  one  further 
alternative  site  was  being  investigated  at  the  end  of  the  year® 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


.Public  meetinCS  held  at  Bratton,  East  Coulston  and  Edington  in  October 
1572  indicate  the  stage  Whorwellsdown  Stage  2  sewerage  scheme  had  reached,  * 
In  addition  to  the  three  parishes  named  Bulkington  and  the  part  of  Great 
Hinton  not  served  by  Stage  1  will  be  sewered  and  a  start  on  the  contract  earlv 
m  1973  is  anticipated. 


Stage  1  of  the  Whorwellsdown  sewerage  scheme  to  sewer  Steeple  Ashton, 
Weevil,  and  part  of  Great  Hinton  continued  with  good  progress  in  Kecvil  and 
Steeple  Ashton,  and  also  the  sewer  through  Keevil  Airfield. 

At  Bishopstrow  the  sewerage  contract  with  discharge  to  the  Warmirste- 
sewerage  system  was  started* 


FLOODING 


A  heavy  rainfall  on  6th  December  caused  flooding  of  streets  and  some 
property  especially  in  Keevil  and  Chantry  Gardens  Estate,  Southwick®  All  the 
streams  and  river  courses  in  the  area  appear  readily  subject  to  "flash1* 
conditions  of  fast  rising  and  run  off  from  new  developments  adds  to  the  problem.
